Gaza 
lawyers suspended all work in 
Israeli military courts for two 
days from Sunday. 

Police Minister Moshe Shahal 
said Friday he wontd review strik- 
ers’ demands only after they en- 
ded their fast. 

Some' 4,500 of the estimated 
12,000 Palestinians jailed for re- 
sisting Israeli occupation are tak- 
ing mily salt and water in the 
most widespread prison hunger 
strike in five yean. 

Palestinians say Israefi author- 
ities have turned down repealed 
requests to dose solitary confine- 
ment wings and to improve the 
quality and quantity of food.' 

Israel accuses the strikers of 
trying to bolster the Palestinian 
position in Middle East peace 
talks witii Israel. Mr. Husseini 
heads the Palestinian team to the 
Washington talks which are in 
recess until Oct. 21.

KUWAIT (ft) — Kuwaits hold 
their first exercise in democracy 
nnee the Gulf war Monday, vot- 
mg is all-male elections for the 
country's first fully-elected parlia- 
' nwnt in six yean. 

. In foe absence of public opin- 
ion pells, it is virtually impossible 
to tell what the outcome wQt be 
or the turnout in a poll that many 
Kuwaitis see as a' major step 
towards greater democracy and 
freedom after the 1990-91 Iraqi 
occupation. 

Only men aged 21 or over who 
can trace their roots in the emi- 
rate before 1920 may cast ballots. 
Some 81,400 voters — one in 
seven of Kuwait’s 600,000 nation- 
als — have registered to vote for 
. the 50-seat parliament. 

The emir. Sheikh Jaber A1 
Ahmad A1 Sabah, will appoint a 
new cabinet two weeks after the 
polls. Ministers will according to 
the constitution become members 
of parliament. 

' A motely collection of opposi- 
tion groups are fighting the elec- 
tion, often competing for the 
same votes against generally pro- 
government candidates who shun 
political issues and focus on what 
services they can offer their con- 
stituents. 

Gfown Prince Sheikh Saad A1 
Abdallah, AL Sabah came out in 
favour of widening the limited 
electorate, including giving the 
vote to women — an issue that 
has dominated much of the hotly- 
contested campaigning. 

“It is necessary 'to give the 
voting rigbt to Kuwaiti women,” 
Sheikh Saad, who is also prime 
minister, said in a recorded 
Kuwaiti television interview 
shown Saturday night. • 

Although he said he favoured 
widening the electoral base, 
Sheikh Saad said it it was up to 
the new parliament to decide 
whether to give women the rigbt 
to vote, lower the minimum vot- 
ing age and ease nationality con- 
ditions on voters. 

The majority of the 278 candi- 
dates say they favour letting 
women vote and stand for parlia- 
ment. Only the Islamic popular 
movement of conservative Sunni 
Muslims, fielding seven . candi- 
dates, is unenthusiastic," "diplo- 
mats say. 

U.S. Acting Secretary of State 
Lawrence Eagleburger tec- said 
he was disappointed Kuwait was 
denying women the vote.

The National Islamic Coalition: 

Mas four candidates. It is an 
alliance of Shiite Muslims who 
favour letting women vote. It 
favours reopening the “invasion 
file” into conduct by the author- 
ities after Iraq’s invasion. 


Parfiameatary Grouping of the 
1985 Assembly: Some members 
of the dissolved 1985-86 parlia- 
ment standing in this election 
belong to this alliance of 30 candi- 
dates, headed by Ahmad Al Saa- 
donn, speaker of the dissolved 
parliament. Kuwait’s last fully- 
elected parliament was dissolved 
in 1986 when the government 
dted a foreign conspiracy against 
the country. 


INDEPENDENTS: 'The majority 
of the candidates in the election 
are independents. They are a 
mixture of those who support the 
government, some government 
opponents and so-called “service 
candidates” who look after the 
individual needs of their consti- 
tuents. 


The crown prince said the gov- 


ernment "will not stand against, 
going into the file of Aug. 2, 
1990, in light of persistent de- 
mands to open this file currently 
being raised at some of the elec- 
tion offices.”

Jibril ready 
to testify on 
Lockerbie 


DUBAI (R) — Palestinian leader 
Ahmad Jibril accused of links 
with the 1988 bombing of an 
American ■ airliner in which 270 
people died, says he is ready to 
tell ah be knows to neutral court 
in Switzerland. 

In an interview with the Arabic 
news magazine Al Wasat. Mr. 
Jibril also said he met Israeli 
airman Ron Arad, captured when 
his plane was shot down over 
South Lebanon m 1986 and held 
by Hizbollah. 

Mr. Jibril said Arad was in' 
good health wben be met him but 
he was not certain about his fate 
since. He did not say when the' 
meeting took place. 

Mr. Jibril has consistently de- 
nied any involvement in bombing 
Pan Am jet which exploded over 
Lockerbie in Scotland. He also 
denied U.S. reports that technical 
experts from his Popular Front 
for the liberation of Palestine- 
General C omman d (PFLP-GC) 
helped Libyans cany out the 
bombing. 

“Our front has no connection 
with Lockerbie. I am ready to 
testify at any court of justice in 
any neutral country. Especially 
Switzerland.” He told the 
London-based magazine. 

**The Americans do not have 
any evidence against us,” he 
added. 

In the wide-ranging interview 
conducted by telephone from Mr. 
Jibril’s base in Damascus, be also 
denied involvement in a plot to 
over-throw the government in 
Jordan. 

Two Islands members of the 
Jordanian parliament have been 
charged with complicity with the 
PFLP-GC in a conspiracy to re- 
place the monarchy with an 
Iranian-style islamic government. 

Mr. Jibril confirmed that he 
met the two Jordanian deputies 
Lath Shbedat and Yacoub Qar- 
rash, at a conference in Tehran 
two years ago called to show 
solidarity with Palestinians in the 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

Bat be raid the meeting was 
only concerned with ways of sus- 
taining the intifada against Israel 
in the occupied territories and not 
with Jordanian politics. 

Mr. Jibril spoke about his close 
relations with Iran. And revealed 
that Tehran channels through his 
PFLP-GC monthly payments to 
the families .of half jthe 936 
Palestinians who have (tied so far 
in- the intifada wtneh< erupted' in- 
December 1987.

Ghannouchi says Islamic 
states are not models 


PARIS (AP) — The exiled 
founder of Tunisia’s Islamic 
movement said in an interview 
published Saturday that existing 
Islamic nations “are not models 
but experiences” for others hop- 
ing to tound an Islamic state. 

Rachid Ghannouchi denied re- 
ports that Sudan serves as a sup- 
port or training base for North 
African fundamentalists. 

In an interview with the French 
daily Liberation he also denied 
that Saudi Arabia or other gov- 
ernments have provided funds for 
Muslim fundamentalists in Tuni- 
sia, Algeria or their North Afri- 
can neighbours. 

Mr. Ghannouchi, 51, in August 
received a life sentence in a mass 
trial of Tunisian fundamentalists 
for attacking the security of the 
state. He was tried in absentia for 
the alleged plot to overthrow the 
government and assassinate Pres- 
ident Zinc Al Abidine Ben Aii.

He said that Mr. Ben Ali “has 
no wish” to bring democracy to 
Tunisia and uses fundamentalist 
repression as part of an overall 
strategy. 

Mr. Ghannouchi, who has fre- 
quently visited Sudan, as well as 
Iran and Algeria, reportedly 
travelling on a Sudanese diploma- 
tic passport, claimed that numer- 
ous reports suggesting Sudan has 
become a support base for North 
African fundamentalists were 
propaganda. 

“It is a campaign of destabilisa-

Irish president tells Somalis to put down guns 


MOGADISHU (R) — Ireland’s straight-talking President Mary 
Robinson, the first head of state to visit starving Somalia, told the 
ruined country’s feuefing warlords on Sunday to put down then- 
guns and talk peace. “As a president and a mother, it saddens me 
to see so many guns in tbe hands of so many young children,” she 
told General Mohammad Farah Aideed, one of Somalia’s fiercest 
warlords. Earlier, Ms. Robinson told interim President Ali Mahdi 
Mohammad that the time had come for peace talk?. “I would like 
to see fewer guns. If yon could reduce the amount of guns it would 
be- so important,” she told a grave-looking AS Mahdi at a 
roadside meeting after crossing the “green line” hatdezone 
dividing the shattered capital. Mogadishu was destroyed by 
months of vicious street fighting between foDowers of tiie two 
rivals in which at least 30,000 people were ldUed or wounded.

Mines Company (JPMC) suggests 
that no change is expected in the 
level of phosphate exports for 
1992 despite efforts to widen the 
market to the Asian continent. 

Statistics released by the JMPC 
Sunday show that 3,122,100 ton- 
nes or phospfcite were exported 
in toe first nine months of this 
year. The figures for August and 
September were 281,400 and 
375,000 tonnes respectively.

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University for all 



HIS MAJESTY King Hussein’s call Saturday for the 
establishment of A1 al Bait University for the Sciences 
and Arts, which he stressed should be based on faith 
and contemporary science together, is in essence a call 
for opening bab al tftiliad (door of interpretation) in 
Islam. This particular dimension of tlie Islamic faith 
lias been defectively dosed for over 1,000 years in a 
way contrary to the true toeing of the religion. 
Constituting as it does a vital and organic feature of 
the Muslim religion, its incorporation was intended to 
inject dynamism into the faith by facilitating recon- 
ciliation and harmony between Mam and developing 
thought and sciences. 

By also noting that the international community is 
moving rapidly in the direction of one universal 
culture, the aim and purpose of the newly-proposed 
seat of higher learning, the King suggested, will be to 
bridge the gap between Islamic and Arab cultures and 
other worldy cultures and beliefs in the most positive 
manner. 

This is not surprising in view of the earty contribu- 
tions of Islamic and Arab cultures to other civilisations 
inducting the West’s. 

Many historians credit Islam for rapid advance- 
ments in the Western civilisation and often described it 
as the very foundation for the age of enligh tenment 
that spread through Western Europe in the Middle 
Ages and beyond. 

If the new university succeeds in performing the role 
assigned to it, it would most certainly become a most 
cherished gift from the Monarch to the Islamic and 
Arab nations. Yet it most be conceded at the outset 
that this ambitions aspiration wOl encounter many 
difficulties, hardships 'And maybe even outright 
opposition from forces that would prefer the status quo 
and the keeping of Islam in a static form. No head-on 
collision should be sought with such elements as those 
who zealously oppose change for the sake of bring 
difficult and ultra conservative. It would be more 
prudent to advance the mission of the new university 
deli c ately and cautiously, for what is being proposed 
here is the introduction of a new era in Islam that may 
not be easily understood and digested. 

But to succeed, Al al Bait University would need 
enlightened scholars from all parts of the Arab and 
Mamie worlds. While the initiative would remain 
Jordanian for all times, the implementation of the 
timely project would call for international Mamie and 
Arab support. In the final analysis, the purview of the 
proposed university would have to extend beyond the 
region to encompass the international arena. For this 
reason, backing for the university most be drawn from 
all four corners of the world as well. 


ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


THE FRENCH embassy statement in Amman Saturday about 
the mission of French Foreign Minister Roland Dumas m the 
Arab countries and Israel was meant to allay fears among Arabs 
that Paris was trying to act on behalf of the United States in the 
region, said Al Ra’i daily Sunday. What is important here is the 
fan that Paris wants the Arab countries to realise that it will by no 
means approve of or help to attain separate peace treaty between 
Syria and Israel at the expense of a comprehensive settlement, the 
paper noted. This statement is worth welcoming by the Arab 
countries involved in the peace process, the paper added. What 
the Arab countries and the Palestinians hope to see, die paper 
said, is a practical step on the part of Paris and its European 
Community partners to force Israel to succumb to the will of the 
international community and implement U.N. Security Council 
resolutions 242 and 338. If a French move is to be made in the 
direction of giving momentum to the peace process, the paper 
continued, Paris ought to break the current deadlock in the peace 
negotiations caused by Israel’s intransigence. The Arabs, for their 
part, have been calling for a European role in ensuring a just and 
durable settlement, but it was Israel which had been opposing this 
.idea, the paper pointed out. With the start of the Dumas tour in 
Egypt, Israel and Syria, one can only hope that the French 
government has at last decided to help the Arabs and the Israelis 
reach a permanent and comprehensive settlement to their conflict 
that lasted for four decades, the paper said.

NO TWO knowledgeable Jordanians would differ on foe charac- 
terisation of Royal Jordanian (RJ) as a' political and economic 


giant in terms of its services, production and employment So 
when its wings are literally and figuratively dipped, the implica- 


tions are both political and economic. If we can agree on these 
self-evident propositions, then foe well-being or die lack of it of 
the country’s national airline is of concern to us all, politically as 


well as economically. The best example of tins political ramifica- 
tion was daring the Gulf war when the Kingdom was literally cut 


off from the outside world and abandoned by friend and foe alike. 
The maintenance of RTs vital links with the outside world was 
indeed a matter of life or death to the country and its people. 
Safeguarding such links therefore is essentially a' political issue 
that cannot be determined on pure economic or business-like 
bads. Not that foe business profile of the airline is that negative or 
insoluaUe. Far from it- For, in spite of the huge accumulated debt 
sustained because of the convergence of several factors, some of 
which were admittedly human error, i.e., wrong investment 
judgements, some of different nature, i.e., reasons beyond the 
control of the management of the airline, RJ is swiftly .and 
aggressively recuperating and is well into the money business 
bracket. AD it needs now is some economic appreciation and 
understanding. No charily b being contemplated for the once- 
ailing national airline and none b being proposed or sought. 

The big political-economic decision that awaits RJ is whether to 
shrink its network and become' smaller and more manageable or 
to expand and become larger and bigger, especially now that it b 


no longer in the red and has realised sizeable gains and profib. If 
such a dedskra continues to be viewed as essentially eco-potitkal, 
then there is every reason to opt for the rapid expansion of the 
airline. With the prospects of peace increasing every day, the 
Middle East region can reasonably anticipate a dramatic rise in 
regional tourism in which Jordan can be expected to perform well 
and play an important role. This would call for dramatic 
improvement in the quality and quantity of the services of RJ in 
qrder to withstand the increasing competition from .bigger afrime 
companies worldwide, hi turn, fob would change the profile of RJ 
from a small provincial airline, striving through all sorts of 
shortcuts to make ends meet and float comfortably to a 
sophisticated regional airline that could put Jordan again on the 
map of tourism. In fob vein, the Kingdom need not sell itself 
short for, in addition to its archaeological and historical wealth, it 
remains an oasis of democracy and liberty, something that tourists 
insist on nowadays. We need to play up fob dimension of political 
development in the Kingdom and make it an integral part of the 
campaign to develop the country’s tourism industry. 

RJ can be an important if not an indispensable instrument for 
doing just that- By projecting such a sophisticated image of die 
country worldwide, RJ stands to spread the word around that the 
country stands out a* a fine example of combining beanty and 
excitement with positive and p ro gress iv e stability.

Thousands of people have 
already been killed, and the re- 
fugee: tide b already causing 
strains in Europe. If nothing is 
done, hundreds of thousands of 
innocent people may die, and the 
refugees wfll destabilise the conti- 
nent. 

The conflict will spread 
throughout the Balkans, drawing 
in Islamic countries. Two NATO 
members, Greece and^lbkey, 
may take opposite sides. Ulti- 
mately r the West may be forced,, 
to intervene militarily, but the' 
cost rises exponentially the longer 
we delay. 

Serbia has three short-run 
strategic aims that it will not 
abandon unless it confronts a 
credible deterrent. First, it wants 
control of a corridor across north- 
ern Bosnia, Unking Serbia and 
Serbian-occnpied areas of 
Croatia. Second, it demands an 
eastern corridor along the 
Bosman-Monenegrin border, giv- 
ing Belgrade access to its only 
naval base on the Adriatic. A 
Greater Serbia demands that 
“ethnic cleansing” continue in 
these areas until all non-Serbs are 
killed or driven out. Third, Serbia 
wants the destruction of 
Sarajevo, symbol of multiethnic 
Bosnian statehood. 

About 400,000 non-Serb Bos- 
nians remain in northern Bosnia. 
Most are in a pocket above Bihac 
in the northwest, surrounded by 


Serbian forces. Perhaps an addi- 
tional 100,000 remain along foe 
border with Montenegro. A 
“deansing” of these areas leaves 
no one to object to local puppet 
governments that work to “legiti- 
mise” a Greater Serbia. 
Although Serbian forces have not 
fully consolidated control over 
these areas, they have advantages 
in mobility and logistics- Given 
current conditions, they will 
achieve their aims over time. 

Nevertheless, in foe north and 
southeast, near the coast, some 
intense fighting will continue. To 
the north, Croatia will try to 
break Belgrade's supply lines and 
cut off parts of Serbian-occupied 
Croatia. On the coast, Croatian 
forces do not intend to cede 
control of foe hiDs above Dubrov- 
nik. Serbia is equally set on de- 
nying Croatia control of this re- 
gion, which dominates the entr- 
ance of die bay leading to Ser- 
bia’s only naval base. 

A further 100,000 or so Bos- 
nians — Muslims and Croats as 
well as “disloyal” Serbs — are 
iuterned-lri Serbian concentration 
camps.

bousing about a thousand men on 
straw pallets. Many (fie of sick- 
ness, hunger and beatings; guards 
dispose of others in “recreational 
killings.”

The Internationa] Red Cross, 
foe United Nations and the West ■ 
will continue to demand access to 
all camps and supervision of 
camp conditions — demands that 
the Serbs will continue largely to 
ignore. Prisoners will be shifted 
from camp to camp in a shell 
game while Western negotiators 
visit detainees in model camps. 
Western governments will remain 
loath to force access. 

The wipter war may take up to 
350,000 Bosnian lives. Freezing 
t empera tures win greatly help the 
Serbian sieges around Sarajevo 
and other towns. Snow will dose 
roads, some only tracks across 
mountain-sides- Cutbacks in 
humanitarian and food aid wOl 
hurt; getting fuel to the large 
towns wfll be nearly impossible.

land ... We note that such de- 
portations are strictly prohibited 
tty the Fourth Geneva Conven- 
tion of 1949 by a foreign occu- 
pier.” 

The ALA resolutions encour- 
aged jS&tmemfeere. ,“tp„ develop 
ways to support librarians, jour- 
nalists, educators and others 
working for peace, human rights 
and freedom of information and 
expression in the Middle East” 
Copies of the resolutions were 
sent to the Israefi government, 
the U.S. State Department, the 
United Nations, foe Article 19 
Organisation, the International 


Federation of Library Associa- 
tions, and foe Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation. 

After a heated debate, the re- 
solutions were passed overwhel- 
mingly by both the general mem- 
bership and foe governing coun- 
cil. A turning point in the debate 
came when Mrchal Schwartz, an 
Israeli journalist who was a victim 
of Israeli government censorship, 
addressed the conventioneers. 
Mr: S ch waltz told of being im- 
prisoned, at foe beginning of foe 
intifada with other members of 
her editorial staff, from 1988 to 
1990, after their Hebrew/Arabic 
newspaper, Hanhzotz/Al Shar- 
ara, was dosed down by the 
Israeli goven u nent 
She appealed to the ALA to 
take a strong stand against such 
Israeli censorship practices. Abo 
speaking at die convention, was 
Shader Hamide who compared 
Israel censorship to the attempt 
byfoe.U.S. government to censor. 
Palestinian views here in the U.S. 
by 4 deporting tfrim, six other 
Palestinian residents and a’ Ke- 
nyan resident, known collectively 
as the “LA.

McEnroe beats Agassi 


MELBOURNE (Ap) — John McEnroe, making what could be 
his final singles appearance at the National Tennis Centre, beat 
fellow American Andre Agassi 7-5, 3-6, 6-3 Sunday m an 
exhibition match. McEnroe, bridging an 11-year age gap, showed 
his feathery touch at the net to defeat the reigning Wimbledon 
champion before a crowd of more than 14,000. Both players are in 
Australia for the Sl-1 million Sydney indoor championships, 
starting Monday. McEnroe, 33, confirmed that Sunday's match 
would almost certainly be his last singles appearance in Mel- 
bourne. The National Tennis Centre is site of the Australian 
Open. Agassi, meanwhile, was seeing the rebound ace surface for 
the first time. He will make his Australian Open debut in January. 
McEnroe said he was pleased to be leaving the circuit on a high 
note. *Tve proved 1 can still play top-level tennis and it’s a good 
feeling to go out when you are still playing well,” be said. 


Raoux wins Queensland tennis title 


BRISBANE (R) — Unseeded Guillaume Raoux became the first 
Frenchman to win a signtes title on the ATP men’s tennis tour in 
1992 when he captured the Queensland Open Sunday. The 
22-year-old from Paris beat Danish teenager Kenneth Carisen 6-4 
7-6 (12-10) to snare his first tour title. It was the first for a French 
player since Guy Forget won the Paris Indoor tournament almost 
a year ago. “It's such a big thing for me to win an ATP title,” said 
Raoux. Whose ranking will move from 96th to a career-best of 
around 65th after bis success. “I just hope I can go on and 
continue playing well after this." 


Curry dying of AIDS 


LONDON (AP) — Former world and Olympic ice skating 
champion John Curry is dying of AIDS and has returned to 
Britain to spend the remainder of his life with his family, a press 
report said Sunday. Quoted in The Mail on Sunday, Curry said he 
was known since December 1987 he was HIV-positive and that it 
became full-blown AIDS in the summer of 1991. He believes it 
was possible be contracted the disease during a homosexual 
relationship several years ago. “My whole circle of friends died. I 
don't mean lovers, but Pm talking about people you go to the 
theatre or to dinner with " the 1976 Olympic champion told The 
Mail on Sunday. ‘Td been in San Francisco. Los Angeles and 
New York so I thought it really was very unlikely that I wouldn't 
be affected.” “The worst moment came when the doctor in New 
York told me I had AIDS.” Curry was quoted as saying. “It was a 
horrible shock and I started to prepare myself to come home.”

West led the queen of hearts— a 
textbook lead from an interior se- 
quence.

Leeds likely to appeal 
against UEFA decision 


LONDON (R) — Leeds United, 
despite winning a European Cap 
reprieve Saturday, plan to appeal 
against UEFA's ruling that they 
replay VFB Stuttgart on neutral 
ground. 

“I think we are almost certain 
to make an appeal before the 
Tuesday deadline. In any other 
sport Stuttgart would have been 
out,” Leeds chairman Les Silver 
said Saturday night 

“I feel we’ve been badly done 
by.

AMMAN — The dollar slid to its pre ERM crisis levels last 
week, as market focus was steered back to U.S. economic 
fundamentals. The weak U-S. economic recovery and the wide 
interest rate differential served to undermine the dollar, which 
ended the week 0.9 per cent lower against sterling, an average of 
5-2 per cent lower against European currencies, and 13 per cent 
lower against the yen. 

'As ERM tensions subsided, market participants reverted 
their attention towards the economic fundamentals of the U.S. 
economy, winch was still producing signs of a stubbornly slow 
recovery. The U.S. unit thus skidded considerably against 
European currencies during the first three days of die week. 
Trades increased their short dollar positions in anticipation of a 
weak September U.S. employment report at the end of the 
week, followed by a Fed interest rate cot. 

Against die yen. tratfing was quiet and subdued as Japanese 
firms dosed their books for the end of the first half of their fiscal 
year. Market reports were persistently pointing to the view that 
the yen’s rally over the previous two weeks will not be long 
lived. Several Japanese officials were even quoted implying an 
intervention to halt the yen’s appreciation, if need be. 

The dollar thus dosed Monday, at what proved to be its 
dosed highest level of the week against the mark, at 1,4510 
marks, but closed at its lowest against sterling Tuesday at 1.7865 
dollars to the pound. Against the yen, the dollar dosed Tuesday 
at its lowest level of the week, at 119.25 yen, bot rose slightly to 
119.90 yen the next day, its highest dosing leveL 

Thursday on the other band witnessed a modest dollar 
rebound against European currencies, sterling in particular. A 
revival of tensions between London and Bonn, triggered by a 
controversial Financial Times editorial, undermined the pound. 
The U.S. currency’s rebound against the mark, on the other 
hand, was attributed to rumours of a possible Bundesbank 
interest rate cat. In the U.S. however, economic statistics 
feleased during the day reported a worse than expected drop in 
September's index of purchasing management, from 53. 7 per 
cept to 49 per cent, an indication of contraction in U.S. 
manufacturing. 

The retease of a fetter than expected U.S. September 
Employment report Friday, prompted a wave of profit-taking 
on dollar short positions, as traders could not see the Fed 
lowering interest rates there and then. The U.S. currency was 
thus pushed to an intra-day high of 1,4360 marks. Tbe statistics 
reported a drop of 57,000 in non-hum payrolls, or a gain of 
40,000 when adjusted for seasonal distortions. 

The dollar retreated later on, however, as market assessment 
of the data pointed to a status-quo in U.S. economy, which was 
even more pronounced when taken in the over-all context of 
economic statistics. Observers were particularly worried by the 
drop of 26,000 in die Manufacturing sector’s payrolls, and the 
drop of 1.9 per cent in August’s Factory Orders.

Iraqi dinar slumps 


WARSAW (R) — Poland’s par- 
liament has thrown out an 
attempt to scupper the govern- 
ment’s plan to privatise state in- 
dustry in an important victory for 
Prime Minister Hanna Snchocka 
and her market reforms. 

The Sejm (lower house) voted 
instead to send the mass priva- 
tisation programme to a commis- 
sion for review before it is pre- 
sented to parliament for a second 
time. 

Some 146 deputies supported a 
proposal to reject the programme 
but 180 opposed it. Seventeen 
abstained. 

Outright rejection of the prog- 
ramme would have been a major 
Mow to foe government’s efforts 
to revitalise state industry and 
transform the economy after 
almost half a century of commun- 
ist rule which ended in 1969. 


. “It was a serious test of the 
government coalition. Fortunate- 
ly it ended positively,” Zdobislaw 
Mflewslri, Ms. Srabocfca’s press 
secretary, told independent radio 
Zet 

Although the b31 will have to 
be presented to parliament again, 
most Polish and Western com- 
mentators expect it eventually to 
be approved. 

Under foe programme, 600 
state firms are to be privatised at 
a stroke by handing control to 
Western consultants who will pre- 
pare them for sate. National in- 
vestment funds will be set op for 
shares to be sold. 

The programme, intended to 
speed privatisation but held up 
for more than a year by political

“The programme, which has 
such great sagnificanoe for foe 
economy, cannot be introduced 
through the back door. One can- 
not .introduce this programme 
with manipulation and deliber- 
. ately dishonest documents,” he 
said. 

Foreign investors see quick pri- 
vatisation of the vast and ineffi- 
cient industrial sector as, a key 
pan of Poland’s transformation 
to a market economy. 

Bnt critics say the scheme is too 
e x perim ental and that the value 
of the shares could crash after 
they are issued. They are also 
worried by foe prospect of fore- 
1 ign companies having a deep in- 
volvement m Polish industry. 


BAGHDAD (R) — The Iraqi 
currency took a sudden nosedive 
Sunday after a Security Council 
resolution Friday to seize hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in 
frozen Iraqi oil assets. 

The dinar, which traded at 23 
to the dollar last week, plum- 
meted to almost 35 on the black 
market Sunday, traders said — a 
loss of nearly 34 per cent of its 
value. 

The official rate is S3 to the 
dinar. 

Iraq's earlier offer to sell oil 
worth S4 billion over a period of 
six months strengthened the local 
currency but it fell against the 
dollar as news of foe assets sei- 
zure spread. 

Last month, (be dinar briefly 
sank to 47 to the dollar, foe 
highest black market rate ever for 
the U.S. currency. 

Baghdad traders say foe dinar 
may not slump that far if Iraq 
strikes some sort of deal with the 
United Nations to export limited 
amounts of oil.. 


, The dinar's sudden fall will 
make imported goods more ex* 
pensive on open markets, but the 
currency's swings do not affect 
prices of subsidised rations which 
the government distributes to 
millions of Iraqis. One month has 
already been distributed in adv- 
ance. 

However, government officials 
have made dear that foe seizure 
of the frozen funds abroad will 
hamper their ability to sustain the 
rationing system. 

Iraq wed some of foe funds to 
buy humanitarian supplies ex- 
empt from U.N. sanctions. The 
new resolution, officials say. 
would block these provisions and 
force states to channel such funds 
through the United Nations. 

The seized monies will be used 
to pay for U.N. inspectors scrap- 
ping Iraq’s weapons of mass des- 
truction under the terms of the 
Gulf war ceasefire, and to cover 
relief aid to Kurds and compensa- 
tion to victims of Baghdad's 
seven-month occupation of 
Kuwait. 


Culture and Information 
Minister Homed Youssef Hum- 
madi denounced the seizure 
Saturday as a land of Texas-styte 
robbery by bandits hiding behind 
a U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tion. 

But he stopped short of saying 
whether Iraq would take steps to 
challenge the resolution. 

Mr. Hummatfi said he hoped 
negotiations over a partial re- 
sumption of Iraqi oil exports will 
be revived and eventually lead td 
an agreement. 

Baghdad newspapers also cal- 
led the Security Council a gather- 
mg of “thieves and plunderers of 
peoples’ wealth.” denouncing the 

seizure as an act of piracy and 
robbery. 

“The imperialist West, repre^ 
sented by Washington, London 
and Paris, is very ranch con- 
cerned with the covering of costs 
of the so-called inspection teams 
rather than the provision of basic 
needs ... for the Iraqi people,” 
foe government newspaper A1 
Jumhouriyah said.

Mafia profiteers race with Russian 
reformers for control of economy 


WASHINGTON (R) — Mafia- 
lilce black market profiteers are 
battling democratic reformers for 
control of the Russian economy 
and it is not dear yet who will 
win, says the head of a bank set 
up to promote market reform 
there. 

“We are facing a race in Russia 
between the institutional building 
process and foe mafia economic 
process,” Jacques Attali, head of 
foe European Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development, told 
Reuters in an interview. 

The virtual collapse of law and 
order in Russia and the growing 
opportunity for shady (teals has 
ted to foe emergence of a growing 
data of so-called “biznezmeni” 
often closer linked to organised 
crime than free-market reforms. 

“It’s a race between democra- 
tic institutions and foe Mack mar- 
ket economy,” he added. “We 
are doing our best to help the 
market economy and democracy 
win foe race.” 

Mr. Attali said he was unsure 
who would get to foe finish line 
first because foe race was only 
just getting under way but the 
outcome was foe most important

question facing Russia. 

Mr. Attali said one of foe 
crucial measures which would 
help ensure that democratic re- 
forms win out would be the crea- 
tion of a proper administration — 
but not a bureaucracy. 

The difficulty be sees is that 
this and other basic aspects of foe 
new sodety being built in Russia 
have to be started from scratch.

what to do. It has never hap- 
pened before that a huge empire 
collapses in two years,” Mr. Atta- 
li said. 

The bank chief reeled off a 
litany of hems that Russia must 
attend to if democracy is to 
defeat the criminal elements. 
That list includes local author- 
ities, political parties, real trade 
unions, a judicial system, proper- 
ty law and tax collection. 

He said development of the 
economy needs to be channelled 
through whar he termed "honest 
mechanisms.” 

“This means the development 
of foe financial sector — real 
banks.

less. Its financing gap for this year 
has been put at about $18 tnluon. 

“A few months ago I said $30 
billion but figures mean nothing, 
it depends on how much (debt) 
rescheduling is done,” be pointed 
out. 

Russia is asking its Western 
creditors for relief on some $70 
billion in foreign debt run up by 
foe former Soviet Union, arguing 
that it does not have the money to 
pay. 

' Mr. Attali said foe EBRD 
wants to stop the authorities in 
Russia from thinking in terns of 
credits and get them to see that 
investment is foe key to export 
earnings. 

The EBRD chief pointed out 
however that much of foe export 
earnings that are being made are 
bang salted away in Western 
banks.

MOSCOW (R) — Defence 
Minister Pavel Grachev Sunday 
• warned Georgia not to take aver 
.Russian weapons and equipment 
in the Caucasian republic, warn- 
ing it could spark dashes with 
Russian troops. 

.‘‘It could provoke a shaip 
aggravation of the situation and 
<ui armed dash with military units 
of the Russian Armed Forces,” 
Mr- .Grachev said in an appeal 
’published by ITAR-TASS News 
Agency. 

Georgia's ruling State Coundl 
. Saturday announced it was taking 
*controt of Russian military hard- 
ware on its soil to increase its 
. firepower in an increasingly bitter 
-battle against rebels in the Black 
•Sea region of Abkhazia. 

■ Georgia sent troops into 
Abkhazia in August after the 
local parliament pressed for more 
autonomy. Hundreds have died 
in seven weeks of fighting. 

ITAR-TASS News Agency 
quoted Georgian leader Eduard 
Shevardnadze as saying Saturday 
that he might even step down 
because he saw no chance of 
ending the conflict. 

“Events are developing in such 
a way that not much depends on 


what I do. My possible resigna- 
tion is not excluded," TASS 
quoted him as saying in the Rusr 
aan town of Sodn on his way 
back to the capital Tbilisi after a 
tour of the battle zone. 

He flew to the region after 
Abkhazian rebels seized the gov- 
ernment stronghold of Gagra Fri- 
day. 

A spokesman for the Abkha- 
zian parliament's press service 
said the Georgians were pouring 
men and arms into the Abkhazian 
capital Sukhumi, now in govern- 
ment hands. 

An offidal at the Abkhazian 
military command in Gagra said 
the town itself was calm. 

* “There is very little chance of 
us being kicked out... we disco- 
vered many Abkhazian houses 
had been set on fire. We are 
doing our best to deter looters 
and retaliation,” he said. 

Mr. Shevardnadze’s helicopter 
almost crashed into a mountain 
after unknown gunmen opened 
fire at it with machineguns over 
Abkhazia, local journalists 
quoted Deputy Prime Minister 
Alexander Kavsadze as telling a 
news conference Sunday. 

The Abkhazian parliamentary 


spokesman said a rebel patrol 
boat bad tired on the helicopter 
as it tried to leave the region, 
forcing Mr. Shevardnadze to 
travel overland to Sochi. 

The latest bloodshed came 
barely a week before parliamen- 
tary elections which Mr. Shevard- 
nadze has called crucial to Geor- 
gia's future. The separatists have 
called for a boycott. 

Mr. Shevardnadze flew to 
Sukhumi late Saturday night and 
told reporters he was at a loss to 
end the fighting. 

Mr. Grachev said Russian 
troops were under orders to pre- 
vent the forced appropriation of 
equipment and buildings. 

He appealed to Georgian lead- 
ers to cancel the derision to pre- 
vent “unlawful action*' being 
taken against Russian Armed 
Forces and warned them they 
would be responsible for the con- 
sequences if they failed to do so. 

“This unilateral decision... is 
leading to a crude violation of all 
earlier accords regarding the 
allocation to Georgia of its quota 
of equipment, armaments and 
property belonging to the armed 
forces of the former Soviet Un- 
ion," he said. 


4 aid planes land in Sarajevo 


SARAJEVO (Agencies) — Four 
U.S. and Canadian planes car- 
rying food 1 and medicine landed 
at Sarajevo's shell -scaiTcd airport 
Sunday before poor weather 
halted operations for thfe rest of 
the day. 

The sound of small arms and 
occasional mortar fire could be 
heard, mostly from Butmir west 
of the airport, as the aircraft 
swiftly unloaded. 

But the cloudy, wet weather 
deteriorated, forcing the can- 
cellation of five further aid flights 
scheduled for the afternoon. 
French Major-General Jem Luc 
Olette, deputy commander of 
Sarajevo Airport, told Reuters. 

A Canadian cargo plane began 
Sunday's airlift at 7:30 a.m. local 
time, carrying food plus two 
palettes of vital radar gear 
needed to keep the airport func- 
tioning during winter when 
Sarajevo is often shrouded in fog. 

Two U.S. planes touched denyn 
later, keeping their engines run- 
ning during a 20 minute unload- 
ing stop before they took off 
again. A second Canadian flight 
arrived about noon. 

The planes, carrying about SO 
tonnes of food and medical sup- 
plies, followed a lone U.S. air- 
craft Saturday which reopened 
the perilous lifeline to foe be- 
sieged Bosnian capital after a 
one-month break. 

The air bridge was interrupted 
after an Italian plane was shot 
down over Muslim and Groat- 
held territory, killing all four 
crew. No one has been charged 
with the attack. 

The first U.S. aircraft to land in 
this weekend's operation carried 
21,000 prepared meals to begin 
feeding Sarajevo's 380,000 peo- 
ple. 

Sarajevo had what passes for a 
relatively quiet night with routine 
shelling in Dobrinja, a Muslim 
suburb near foe aiiport and in 
Snap, a western district flanking a 
main access route into the city.

Mandela 
arrives 
in China 

PEKING (AP) — African 
National Congress (ANC) leader 
Nelson Mandela- arrived Sunday 
for an official visit to China, 
which is moving toward estab- 
lishing relations with South Afri- 
ca's white-led government. 

Mr. Mandela is expected to 
press for China's support for his 
struggle to end apartheid in South 
Africa and to discuss Peking's 
increasing efforts to forge di- 
plomatic ties with Pretoria. 

Mr. Mandela told reporters 
upon his arrival at the Peking 
Aiiport that he was making the 
trip at the invitation of China's 
Communist government. He re- 
fused to comment on what he 
planned to say to officials about 
China's moves toward normalisa- 
tion with South Africa. 

President Yang Shangkun 
greeted Mr. Mandela dining a 
welcoming ceremony af the Great 
Hall of the People, treatment 
generally accorded visiting heads 
of state. 

Mr. Yang and the 74-year-old 
ANC leader reviewed a Chinese 
honour guard. Mr. Mandela 
stood at attention when the ANC 
anthem was played, his fist clen- 
ched in salute. 

China, long an opponent of 
South Africa's policies of racial 
segregation, has said in the past 
that it would establish diplomatic 
relations with South Africa once 
foe system of apartheid is abo- 
lished.

The Serbian News Agency re- 
ported that .Serbian refugees 
Saturday burned down a small 
museum near the cave at Drvar in 
western Bosnia-Herzegovina 
which .the late Yugoslav leader 
Josip Broz Tito used as a base 
during part of World War II. 

The agency said foe refugees 
were protesting against what it 
alleged was a massacre of more 
than 150 Serbs in the town of 
Bihac, and that foe' refugees 
blamed Tito for haring accorded 
too much offidal status to Muslim 
believers in Bosnia. 

The Serb news agency said 
U.N. observers had witnessed 
some of the killings last Wednes- 
day, but foe United Nations Pro- 
tection Force (UN PRO FOR) de- 
nied this. 

“This report is not only inaccu- 
rate and irresponsible, but can in 
fact endanger the peace process," 
UNPROFOR said in a statement, 
adding that no independent 
source had confirmed the 
rumoured massacre. 

Meanwhile, foe commander of 
foe Bosnian Serbs' air force said 
be would be capitulating if be 
were to accept a flight ban over 
the republic, as suggested by the 
West. 


Almost daily reports of Serb air 
raids have led Western allies to 
urge the United Nations to set op 
a “no-fly” zone for combat flights 
over Bosnia. President George 
Bush Friday promised to enforce 
it militarily if necessary. 

On Saturday, Bosnian Serb air- 
craft bombarded Tesanj and 
Zenica, both northwest of 
Sarajevo.

The returns still left many 
Angolans nervous after Mr. I 
Savimbi cried foul and hinted his 
followers could cause trouble. 

The count from more than 60 
per cent of the 4.8 million votes 
showed President Jose Eduardo 
Dos Santos's lead had shrunk 
from 70 per cent to 54. Mr. 
Savimbi advanced with 36 per 
cent.. 

In foe siraulataneous race for 
the 223-seat parliament, the rul- 
ing MPLA posted 57 per cent 
with UNITA at 31 per cent. 

The latest results of the Sept. 
29-30 elections were released a 
day after Mr. Savimbi accused 
foe government of fraud and 
I manipulation and suggested UN- 
ITA was ready to fight. 

Mr. Sarimhi s charges, in a 
threatening broadcast on his UN- 
ITA radio, raised concern for the 
May 1991 Angola peaca accords 
and the transition to democracy 
process that followed their sign- 
ing. 

The UNITA leader went on 
radio even as provisional results 
showed a second round race with 
his rival was still possible if neith- 
er man won over 50 per cent. 

“He should have waited,” One 
Western diplomat said. 

The United States, Mr. Savim- 
bi 's former backer, joined a Un- 
ited Nations poll supervising mis- 
sion in challenging the UNITA 
leader to prove bis allegations. 

Officials of UNITA (National 
Union for the Total Independ- 
ence of Angola) later said Mr. 
Savimbi, 58, was not declaring 
war but wanted to lift the flagging 
spirits of his rural supporters. 


Major’s 
ratings 
slump as 
crisis 
deepens 

LONDON (R) — At the start of 
a crucial week for Prime Minister 
John Major, an opinion poll Sun- 
day showed his popularity has 
slumped to an all-time low as 
Britain battles its worst economic 
crisis for decades. 

The annual conference of Mr. 
Major's Conservatives beginning 
Tuesday had been billed as vic- 
tory rally to celebrate his general 
election win last April but instead 
the party finds itself deeply split 
over economic and foreign poli- 
cy- „ 

An opinion poll in the Sunday 
Times newspaper showed Mr. 
Major's popularity has crashed to 
I its lowest level since he replaced 
Margaret Thatcher . as prime 
minister two years ago. 

Those happy with his perform- 
ance had fallen from 47 to 33 per 
cent in the past month while 
those unhappy with what hevis 
doing bad risen from 46 to 60 per 
cent, giving a negative “satisfac- 
tion rating” of 27 per cent. 

That message was reinforced 
by another survey in foe Sunday 
Telegraph, which showed Mr. 
Major’s popularity had slumped 
since “black Wednesday” on 
Sept. 16, when he was humi- 
liatingly forced to pull sterling out 
of foe European currency grid. 

Only 34 per cent were “satis- 
fied” with his performance com- 
pared with 46 per cent before 
April's general election. 

Mr. Major himself acknow- 
ledged the damage being done as 
Britain's two-year recession 
grinds on, forcing record num- 
bers of businesses to the wall and 
throwing thousands of people out 
of work every week. 

.“No one is indifferent to the 
plight of those people,” be said in 
an interview with the Sunday 
Express newspaper. “Prick them 
and we bleed.” 

“But there is no magical way of 
suddenly lifting away a recession 
that is lingering on because peo- 
ple are choosing not to spend 
their money.” 

Apart from having to contend 
with the worst recession sinfcfc the 
1930s, Mr. Major now faces diat 
lenges from within his own party 
on policy on sterling and relations 
with Europe.

The television commentator 
said the man yelled “don’t go to 
China” and “Emperor, go 
home.”

Brazil prison riot leaves 111 dead 


SAO PAULO, Brazil (AP) — A 
gang fight between inmates in 
Latin America’s largest prison 
left 111 prisoners dead and in- 
jured 34 riot troops, officials said. 

Officials said it appeared mast 
of foe prisoners died at the hands 
of other, inmates in the melee 
Friday, but no details on the 
cause of death were available. 

The fight at Carandxru Prison’s 
Pavilion 9 began Friday after- 
noon when one inmate hit 
another over foe head with a lead 
pipe in a dispute over cocaine, 
federal police Maj. Elzio Nagaffi 
told the daily Folha De Sao Paulo 
newspaper. Maj. NagaUi said 
prisoners in Pavilion 9 had plan- 
ned a mass escape and became 
furious with the two inmates for 
drawing attention to the ward. 
They started a mass brawl m an 
outdoor recreation area, be fold 
the newspaper. 

The local poHce chief, Naixaso 
Nascnnento, said no prisoners 


escaped during the riot. 

The incident could pose yet 
another crisis for Brazil’s new 
acting president, Itamar Franco, 
who was sworn in Friday, suc- 
ceeding impeached President 
Fernando Coflor De Mello. ' 

The 36,000-sqnare-yard 
(metre)pavfliOn has 15 guards 
and 2,200 inmates, usually those 
charged or convicted of more 
serious crimes; authorities said. 

Inmates grabbed homemade 
knives and pipes and seized 10 
patois from guards, Pedro Fran- 
co De Campo, Sao Paulo state 
security director, told a news 
conference Saturday. 

They set mattresses, beds and 
blankets on fire, he said. 

Mr. De Campo said 300 riot 
troops were sent in two hours 
after the fight began and put 
down the uprising an hour later, 
be said. 

The prison, in Sao Paulo’s 
working-class northern district. 


was in a lockdown Friday, with all 
inmates kept in their cells, Mr. 
De Campo said. 

A guard said Saturday that 
security was eased and families 
were allowed to visit some prison- 
ers. But TV footage showed long 
lines of family members, some 
crying or shouting angrily, wait- 
ing to see inmates. 

The names of the dead were 
not released. 

“It was not a police massacre,” 
said Mr. De Campo in a live TV 
interview. . “Most of the deaths 
were caused by the inmates them- 
selves.” 

Some inmates’ relatives tokf 
Globo TV, the nation’s hugest 
network, that some bodies 
showed dog bites and were sev- 


erely beaten.

Television footage Friday night 
on Globo showed helicopters with 
sharpshooters flying over the 
prison, and inmates scaling walls 
and running along rooftops.

Dhlakama were overcome Satur- 
day, Italy’s Foreign Ministry said, 
capping two years of talks Tri 
Rome. 

i The sticking point, said Mario 
Marazitti, spokesman for the 
Sant’Egidio Community, one of 
foe mediators, was over the com- 
position of local administrative 
bodies in the transition period 
leading up to elections. A com- 
promise allows RENAMO to 
keep its local residents in their 
jobs, guaranteeing those person- 
nel won’t descrinrinate against the 
government's people. 

The accord should allow the 
famine-stricken nation of 15 mil- 
lion to receive urgently needed 
food aid, suspend fighting which 
has killed 600,000 and pave the 
way for free elections m 1993. 

Mr. Chissano and Mr. Dhlakama 
embraced in Rome on Aug. 7 and 
promised to sign an accord by 
Oct. 1, but Mr. Dhlakama’s 
objections delayed the signing 
until Sunday.

Bush, Clinton and Perot to hold 1st debate on Oct. 11 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Democrat 
Bill Clinton said Saturday the 
presidential campaign debate 
series should not be a test. of 
accusations but of ideas and vi- 
sions for America’s future. 

The Democratic presidential 
nominee said his vision will win. 

“This is a debate about 
whether we can do better and 
whether we are better,” he told a 
rally at a farmers' market. “This 
is a great country but we are 
going in the wrong direction.'* 

In Washington, the Bush and 
Clinton campaigns released final 
details on foe debate schedule — 
and officially invited Ross Perot 
to take part. 

There will be three presidential 
confrontations — Oci. 11 in St. 
Louis, Oct. 15 in Richmond, Vir- 
ginia. and Ocl 19 in East Lans- 
ing, Michigan. The first will have 
a panel of questioners, as Mr. 
Bush wanted; foe second a single 
moderator, as Mr. Clinton asked, 
with further questions from the 
audience; and the third a single 
moderator for foe first half and a 
panel for the second. There win 
be a vice presidential faceoff on 
Oct. 13 in Atlanta with a angle 
moderator. 

While Mr. Clinton was criticis- 
ing Mr. Bush in St. Louis, Mr. 
Bush was in Florida seeking 
senior tittzens’ votes with a prom- 
ise not to tamper with social 
security and an accusation that 
Mr. Clinton was “trying to scare 
America's seniors” about posri- 
Me health-care cuts. 


Mr. Bush also raised for foe 
first time foe subject of Mr. Clin- 
ton's one-time experimentation 
with marijuana and said his lack 
of military service raised ques- 
< tions about his fitness to com- 
mand the nation’s armed forces. 

“This guy couldn’t remember 
in detail that he didn’t inhale 20 
years ago, and he can't remember 
what came out of his mouth 20 
minutes .ago.” Mr. Bush said, 
accusing Mr. Clinton of waffling 
on issues while at foe same time 
referring to Mr. Clinton’s ack- 
nowledgement that he once ex- 
perimented with marijuana. 

Campaigning in Fort Lauder- 
dale, Florida, where he trained as 
a pilot in World War Q, Mr. Bush 
declared, “I da believe that serv- 
ing in uniform is a good criterion 
for being commander in chief of 
the armed forces.” 

Mr. Bush did not mention Mr. 
Perot, who entered foe presiden- 
tial race Thursday and is prepar- 
ing to take the stage with the 
president and Mr. Clinton at foe 
debates. 

Mr. Bush also visited a tent, 
community housing nearly -800 
people displaced by the hurricane 
six weeks ago. 

Florida is a key battleground in 
foe presidential race and a state 
that Mr. Bush is counting on to 
win. However, it is one of the 
states where Mr. Perot’s return is 
expected to hurt Mr. Bush, draw- 
ing away votes from disaffected

KNOXVILLE. Tenn. (AP) — 
The Pulitzer Prize that Alex 
Haley won for Roots sold for 
$50,000 at an estate auction held 
to pay off debts foe late author 
left behind. A friend of the writer 
bought foe prize of donate to 
Haley's boyhood home museum 
in Henning, Tenn., where Haley 
is boned, estate attorney Paul 
Coleman said. George Jewett of 
San Francisco made the winning 
bid by telephone. “I think that’s 
what we wanted to happen ami it 
did happen," said George Haley, 
the author's brother and adminis- 
trator of his estate. The sale was 
part of the three-day auction to 
satisfy about $1.5 million in .debts 
Haley left at his death m Febru- 
ary of a heart attack. Auctioneer 
Kimball Sterling said it was foe 
first Pulitzer to be sold. Pulitzers 
have been awarded by Columbia 
University since 1917. Haley re- 
ceived his Pulitzer In 1977 for 
fiction for Roots: The Saga Of 
An American Family, an interna- 
tional best-seller that later be- 
came a televirion rain iseries seen 
by' 130 million viewers.
